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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 8, 9, 10, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Marsters. 

The patent to Marsters shows a fishing device having a line 1 1 connectable between 
the fishing line 4 and a hook 12. Marsters shows a parachute 9-10 attached to the line 
11. the cap 9-10 can be considered as a parachute since it increases drag the baited 
hook as a fish strikes. Marsters shows a container having two parts 1 , 9 with part 1 
connected to the fishing line 4 and part 9 connected to the hook 12. Marsters shows a 
connector 1 1 for connecting the two parts with the parachute 9-10 packed partially 
within the container. Marstes shows the connector releasing the two parts in Fig. 3 
when a tension force between the hook and the fishing line exceeds a threshold. 

3. Claims 1-4, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Thayer et al. 

The patent to Thayer shows a fishing device comprising a line 1 4 connectable between 
a fishing line 32 and a hook 28 as shown in Fig. 2. Thayer shows a parachute or drag 
20 attached to the line 14. 
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4. Claims 1 , 5, 6, 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Dubriske '916. 

The patent to Dubriske shows a fishing device having a line 27 connectable between a 
fishing line 16 and a hook 15. Dubriske shows a parachute 30 attached to the line 27 in 
Figs. 1 and 3A. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Schenike, Lim, Dubriske '01 3, Amundsen, 
Therres, Krylov, Barrett, Dimatteo, Carter, Bias, Griffith, Berregow, and Swalgaard show 
the state of the art.
